The two years’ existence of the Fl 
Cottage.came to an end yesterday at 
1 o’clock, when the jury found Charies 
McCormick and Maud McCormick 
guilty of keeping a house of ill fame.

The defendants were quite cut 
up over the verdict. Judge Austin set 
this morning at 9:30 o’clock for thei 
sentence, and placed them under $1004 
bond each for their appearance, which 
The offense of which the 
McCormicks have been found guilty ir 
a misdemeanor, and is punishable by a 
fine of not to exceed $500, or imprison- 
ment in the County Jail for a term not 
to exceed six months, and it may be 
either or both.
